Tests for Children 


In some of the elementary English 
■chads, today, mental tests are made, 
nnd gauged by the quickness shown in 
solving certain problems presented pic­ 
torially. 
One test, known as the Por- 
teus maze, measures temperament as 
""ell as mind. 
Eleven mazes, graded 
progressively in difficulty, are printed 
on separate sheets, and the pupil is 
told that they show the paths in a 
garden surrounded by walls. 
Ile must 
find his way out by the quickest route. 
The showing made depends on the 
pupil s ability to work under pressure 
and to withstand distraction by unes­ 
sentials in the material or by noises in 
the room. 
A cube Imitation test in­ 
volves the touching of four numbered 
cubes in a certain sequence as indi­ 
cated by the teacher, the combinations 
of numbers being made more and more 
difficult. 
Each test gives a certain 
score, and by combining the scores the 
mental age of tile pupil is arrived at. 
Single tests are of no value. The tests 
of London boys and girls between the 
ages of eight and thirteen showed some 
interesting sex differences. 
The girls 
excelled in memory tests and the boys 
in reasoning.

Heading into the Inst quarter of the major league 
season, it has become plainly apparent that Babe Ruth will bf* neither th* 
champion hitter of the American League or the season’s home run leader. 
Physical infirmities resulting from the long siege of illness early in th* 
season k n o c k e d th** Babe off his game and indirectly caused the collapse of 
the New York Yankees, which was one of th*- outstanding surprises of the 


season. 
The loss in dollars and cents to the Yankees and the other seven clubs 
that capitalized on the drawing power of the Babe never can he computed 
accurately, hut it must have been a tremendous sum. 
The loss in his p er­ 
sonal fortune, on the assumption that his active playing days have b e e n 
shortened, will also be anything hut trifling. 
Hut the Babe, in a way, is to 
blame, 
lit didn’t take care of himself and when he was stricken down Ii** 
didn’t have the reserve strength to combat his illness. 
Just because Ii*- had such ail unfortunate season this year it does not 
follow that the Babe is through as a useful player. 
It is safe to assume, 
however, that he never again will Ii*- the Babe who mad** that great home run 
record several years ago. 
If he takes care of himself this winter ho may come hack next season, as 
it was th** lack of physic al strength more than th** loss of his hatting eye that 
threw him into his slump this season. 
The Babe is so structurally weak in his h-gs, physical trainers have al-
